ELIOT SEES LAND. 
IN LAWLESS GRIP 


Venerable Scholar Says Cor- 
porations Mold Legisla- 
tion to Suit Own Evil 


Purposes. 
REBATES ONLY ONE SIN. 


Executives Also Do Wrong at 
Times by Packing Courts 
to Secure Favorable 
Decisions. 


New York, Dec. 16.—[Special.)—President 
Eliot of Harvard university tonight declared 
that lawlesanese is rampant in America and 
deprecated particularly what he called the 
“practice of corporations or business men 
of manufactyring statues with the pre- 
meditated intention of committing wrongs.”’ 

‘He declared all forms of violent lawbreak- 


ing was so prevalent that a state constabu- 


lary should be maintained in every state un- 
der a strict military discipline. 

Dr. Eliot was speaking to a vast audience 
in Carnegie hall before the Civic Forum. 
When he was introduced by the Rev. Dr. 
Lyman Abbott every person in the house 
rose and stood applauding for at least half 
a minute. 


“Civilized Nations Law Abiding.“ 

“It is time,” he said, “ thet the American 
people realized that a government that can- 
not secure order, tranquillity, and immunity 
from criminal violence does not deserve the 
term * civilized.’ ** 

A little later he declared our protracted 
criminal trials, with their unreasonable tech- 
nicalities, their ingenious metaphysical de- 
fenses, and their tra vesties of justice con- 
stituted an increasing danger. 

But a far worse form of lawlessness,"’ he 
went on, is the violation of the law by rich 
corporations. A common thief is an outlaw 
and his exploits do little harm by way of 
example even when they succeed. The dis- 
honest promoter, on the other hand, does 
not necessarily become an outlaw, and when 
he succeeds he is apt to stimulate others to 
like iniquities. The ruin he works is wide- 
spread.” ‘ 

Of the men who go from the state where 
they would naturally incorporate their busi- 
ness to incorporate in another state, Dr. Kl- 
iot said that to call them lawless would be 
going too far. But,” he added, it is cer- 
tain that men who thus act are not living up 
to the best standards and are not taking due 
account of the public welfare. It is degrad- 
ing the men who perpetrate these acts and 
the community which allows them to perpe- 
trate such acta, 


Insurance Law as Evil. 

“A peculiarly deliberate form of lawiese- 
ness is exhibited when corporations, fore- 
seeing they shall shortly wish to commit an 
illegal act, procure beforehand protection 
against prosecution for their illegitimate 
practices by means of legislation, apparently 
innocent, but really designed’ to intrench 
their control of the trust institutions, specu- 
lative and immoral officials, or te prevent 
convictions for criminal violence not yet per- 
petrated, but to be perpetrated.”’ 

As an instance of what he meant by this, 
the speaker cited the fifty-sixth section of 
the New York insurance law, by which policy 
holders in life insurance companies are for- 
bidden to bring suit against the company 
without the consent of the attorney general. 

Dr. lot included in the category of law- 
lesenes@ the practice of groups of directors 
of selling the control of a corporation with- 
out giving the minority holdings a chance to 
protest. 

Secret Rebates Are Scored. 

“ Bauitably coneldered,”’ he said, “this is 
a violation of the fundamental principles on 
which the law of incorporation rests, and yet 
in such a transaction the law may not be 
violated in the sense that the violators sub- 
ject themselves to criminal prosecution.” 

The secret defeating of competition also 
was denounced, Dr. Eliot declaring that with- 
out competition the best development of the 
country would be hindered and in time alto- 
gether stopped. 

The real remedy for violent accompani- 
ments of labor disputes Dr. Eliot looked to 
find in some such law as the Canadian act 


| forbidding strikes and lockouts prior to an 


impartial investigation into the causes of the 
disputes. 
Executives Sometimes Hurt Law. 

**Governmental agencies, he went on, 
“have themselves often fostered lawless- 
ness. Executives have complained of court 
decisions and have reproached judges for 
giving decisions contrary to the policies of 
executives. The courts have been packed 
by executive appointments in order tosecure 
from these same courts decisions in con- 
formity to the wishes of the executives.’’ 

The chief blame for lawlessness, he de- 
clared, must rest with society itself. He 
added that Americam society is improving in 
respect to reverence for the law and has made 
es clally large gaine during the last twenty 
years. 

When the questions came in some one 
wanted to know what was the difference, as 
regards lawlessness, between the Boston tea 
party and the night riding of the south. Dr. 
Eliot anewered that the men who threw the 
tea overboard were not contending for per- 
sona) profit. Nevertheless the Boston tea 
party wae a lawless affair, although he had 
been brought up to regard it as patriotic.

Avoids Approval of Pastor. 


ALD. DIXON IN THE FIGHT.

Minister's Douglas Neighborhood Ac- 
tivity Has Sequel. 


The Rev. Morton Culver Hartzell, the 
youthful pastor of the South Park Avenue 
Methodist Episcopal church, and Ald. 
Thomas J. Dixon, erstwhile pillar of said 
church, are the principals in an interesting 
feud which has opened one of the secret books 
of intrigue in city politics, and threatens to 
disrupt the church, 

The first disintegration in the forces of the 
church came yesterday in the sudden resig- 
nation of Dr. William E. Quine, one of the 
most prominent lay Methodists in the city 
and a member of the church for many years. 
r. Quine stated to the board of directors 
that he would rather belong to the Douglas 
Neighborhood club than to a church which 
refused to support. its pastor in the work of 
reform. 

Dr. Quine’s action followed the refusal of 
the board of directors of the church Tuesday 
night to adopt resolutions praising the work 
of Dr. Hartzell in seeking to uplift the 
neighborhood.” The board turned down the 
resolution by a vote of 12 to 10. 


Charge a Political Motive. 

According to partisans of the pastor the 
fight has been to force Dr. Hartzell to drop 
his activities in the Douglas Neighborhood 
club, which has driven more than 200 dis- 
reputable characters out of the Second and 
Third wards, closed the saloons at 1 o’clock, 
and stopped mygic in the saloons to a large 
extent, hitting at the strength of the poli- 
ticlans who control these wards. 

The situation also is the 1 of the 
bitter attack mace by Dr. Hartzell and oth- 
ers upon Mayor Busse and Ald. Milton J. 
Foreman, which ended in the famous black- 
mail trial and showed thet the reformers 
had been the dupes of unscrupulous men, 


City Administration Concerned. 

Friends of the pastor charge that partly 
as a result of this attack the city adminis- 
tration has been hostile to Ald. Dixon and 
has refused to recognize him in a political 
way. It is alleged that Dixon has been given 
to understand he could get no favors of any 
kind until he secured the resignation of Dr. 
Hartzell as president of the reform club, or 
from the church altogether. 

Whether this is true or not, certain it is 
that pressure of a tremendous kind has been 
brought to bear upon the pastor to resign. 
In the course of the agitation Julius Schner- 
ing, in a meeting of the executive board of 
the improvement club, said in the presence 
of several members: 

“ Ald. Dixon would rather have the sup- 
port of three saloonkeepers than the sup- 
port of the entire Douglas Neighborhood 
club.” 

The sentiment in favor of the pastor’s res- 
ignation or withdrawal from the club grew 
to a formidable size before the pastor and 
his friends realised it. When they did Dr. 
Quine and fourteen members of the church, 
who were on the executive board of the club, 


began to work. 


Asks Warm Indorsement. 

As a result Dr. Quine at the meeting of the 
church board Tuesday night prepared and 
presented the following set of resolutions: 

“ Whereas, The multiplicatidn of vicious 
resorts in the neighborhood of the South 
Park Avenue Methodist Episcopal church, 
encouraged as it has been by the indifference 
if not by the collusion of city officials in 
high places, tends to drive home owners 
out of the neighborhood and thus to destroy 


aforesaid has called into existence a de- 
fensive organization known as the Do 
Neighborbood club; and, 

“ Whereas, 
sequent activities of the club resulting. as 
they have, in the expulsion from the neigh- 
borhood of more than 200 vicious characters, 
were led by the pastor of this church; and. 

„Resolved, That the acitvity and promi- 
nence of the pastor of this church in the 
achievements of the Douglas Neighborhood 
club has, in the opinion of the official board, 
brought great benefit to the neighborhood 
and great honor to the church; 

„Resolved, That the pastor of this church 
deserves the gratitude of this official board 
for the work he has done, and the uncondi- 
tional support of every church member in 
the continuation of said work: 

„% Resqived, That the foregoing expression 
of appreciation as to the needs and duties 
of our church and the services of our pastor 
be inscribed in the minutes of this meeting.“ 


Table It, So Dr. Quine Quits. 

The board of officers, after some debate on 
this resolution, voted to table it. This, & 
was hoped, would bury the subject and end 
the controversy. Dr. Quine wasangry. He 
gaid to the leaders in the church: 

* You have voted to refuse support to your 
minister in his hour of need and praise for his 
good work in redeeming this neighborhood 
from vice. I would rather be a member of 
the Douglas Neighborhood club than a mem- 
ber of a church that refused to pass resolu- 
tions such as these.“ 

Dr. Quine refused to add any further com- 
ment to the situation. 

* You have seen,” he said, that there was 
an attempt made to get our pastor to resign. 
You have seen the way I met this and what 
resulted. I will get into no personal contro- 
versy. I will continue my work in the club, 
but cannot associate with a church that took 


™ such actien.” 


May Appeal to Congregation. 

Dr. Hartzell plainly was worried over the 
outlook, although he spoke in hopeful tone. 

“The pressure upon me has been relieved 
to some extent, he said... I am consider- 
ing whether or not to lay the entire matter 
before the congregation Sunday morning. 
I feel sure of their support. I look upon the 
failure of the church board to pass Dr. 
Quine’s resolutions as something of a vic- 
tory. It was an attempt to end the matter 
there. As to Ald. Dixon, I cannot at this 
time enter into a diccussion which might 
involve the veracity of one or the other 
of us.’ 

Ald. Dixon, when shown the statements of 
the minister and members of the church, 
said: 

“T have heard nothing of this controversy 
until today. I may have incurred the ill 
feeling of the pastor, but I do not know in 
what way. I have been much In zympatay 
with the work of the church and the club and 
am a great admirer of Dr. Hartzell. 

„It is true I dropped out of the treasurer- 
ship of the church, but it wae aolely on ac- 
count of my business duties. 

“T have attended the Methodist church 
downtown recently because my business 
calis me to town Sunday mornings. My 
family still attends Dr. Hartzell’s church.”

Scorns Stretcher and Walks Home with 
Admiring Comrades, 


News from the front by courier is of a 
fierce engagement in Warren’s Woods to 4 
south of Austin on Saturday, Dec. 12, .

Scout Trips; Falls on Rifle. 

After desperate fighting in the timber Capt. 
Pearson had retired his men to the shelter 
of a little knoll and held consultation with 
First Lieut. Slocum and Second Lieut. Ran- 
dall. Spies were suspected and Private Wood- 
worth, with others had been detailed on scout 
duty, 

It was reserved for Private Woodworth to 
surprise his spy in a thicket and to charge 
him, single handed, with a view to capture. 
In the dash, however, the scout tripped and 
plunged into the muggle of the spy’s rifle, 
Hfting a left eyebrow about one inch out of 
position. 

Company Dr, Lucas and the stretcher squad 
came upon the run. Then it was discovered 
that the bottle of peroxide had been smashed 
and further, that the wounded Private Wood- 
worth refused absolutely to trust himself to 
the stretcher which only the week before 
had collapsed on one side with a shém victim, 
dumping him to the hard floor of Sons of Vet- 
eran’s hall. 

Capt. Pearson rode up on the pony hired 
for the occasion, dismounted and ordered 
the wounded private to take the saddle. Dr. 
Lucas seized a stirrup on one side and dashed 
with him to the office of Dr. Fleming, half a 
mile away. While the surgeon was stitching 
Dr. Lucas mounted the pony for a one mile 
run to the Woodworth home in Austin. 

Messenger, with drspatches for Mrs. 
Woodworth!” announced Dr. Lucas, brush- 
ing paet the maid, who answered the bell. 

A few minutes later the Oak Park tele- 
phone exchange was busy in discovering 
from Dr. Fleming just how “ dangerously 
wounded Private Woodworth was. 


Wounded Hero Walks Home. 


“The little devils!” the doctor was un- 
derstood to have exclaimed under his breath. 
just after he had imparted clearly the in- 
formation that Scout Woodworth wouid 
start for home in a few minutes, walking. 

And walk he did, despite the appeals of 
the stretcher corps to get him to trust him- 
self to the stretcher. Only one eye of the 
wounded private peeped from a white nest 
of bandages as the hero came marching 
home, with the stretcher corps pleading that 
in the last block he allow himself to be 
lifted to their shoulders. 

Officers and privates of the company ina 
body called that evening with flowers for 
the wounded cemrade. 

“If he isn’t able to attend school on Moh- 
day, I'll detail a man to call and read to 
him,” said Capt. Pearson, magnanimously.

POLICY ON HIS LIFE PAID. 


Clever Deception by Which Former 
Solon Made Getaway. 


Princeton, Ind., Dec. 16.—[Special.]— 
Henry E. Agar, for nearly two years be- 
lieved dead, is under arrest in Texas. He 
was thought to have been drowned in the 
Wabash river near Mount Carmel, III., on 
the night of Jan. 23, 1907. 

He was Gibson county’s representative in 
the itgislature in 1905, and was a prominent 
business man. Soon after his disappearance 
evidence was obtained that he was a forger 
and embezzler to the extent of $125,000. 

Agar was captured yesterday by Capt. 
Ross of the Texas rangers, and today, ac- 
cording to a message from Ross, confessed 
and said he would come back to Indiana’ 
without requisition. 

He is in custody at Harlington, Tex., forty 
miles from the Mexigan border. Officers are 
speeding to get him, and he probably will be 
returned Saturday or Sunday to face nu- 
merous charges. 


One Insurance Policy Paid. 

Agar's wife and family believed him dead 
and for months have been battling in court 
for the Mte insurance mone} he left to them, 
amounting to $27,400. One polic? has been 
paid and two placed in trust pending develop- 
ments. In every case tried the Agars have 
won, the court holding the proof of death 
sufficient, but several cases are pending ap 
peal. 

Not since Agar’s disappearance bas there 
been a time when the insurance detectives 
were not on the watchout for him, and they 
have followed clew after clew in vain. It 
was not until yesterday that real hope came 
with a message to Chief of Police Skelton: 

Do you want Agar? Wire instructions 
immediately.”’ ; 

It was from Ross and soon afterward) in 
reply to an affirmative answer, came the 
words: 

“Agar arrested. Come at once with pa- 
pers. 

Bets on Whether It’s Agar. 


Before morning H. D. McGary made af 
davit charging Agar with forgery on a $5,000 
note, and Chief Skelton and Prosecutor Mc- 
Gary were on the way to Indianapolis to 
get requisition papers, while Harmon was 
speeding to Texas to prevent any escape 
by habeas corpus proceedings. 

This afternoon Chief Skelton and the pros- 

ecutor were also en route there with the 
necessary papers, though they may not now 
be needed, since this afternoon there came 
a message that Agar had confessed and 
agreed to come back without the requisition 
papers. . 
The report has caused excitement in 
Princeton, and bets are being made as to 
whether the captured man is really Agar 
in spite of the alleged confession. Many have 
believed he took his own life in the river, 
realizing that in spite of his wonderful 
shrewdness he could not much longer carry 
on the heavy criminal! deals that were plung- 
ing him deeper and deeper into ruin and 
the ruin of all those associated with him. 


Story of Supposed Drowning. 

On the morning of Jan. 28, 1907, Agar left 
here with some repairs for his boat, the 
Lafayette, with which he was picking up 
corn on the Wabash for thé Princeton Ele- 
vator company, of which he was manager 
and treasurer. Agar accompanied the boat 
six miles up the river, and, it is claimed, 
delayed its return until nightfall. 

The night was dark and stormy, the river 
a flooded torrent. A short distance above 
the Mount Carmel elevator, according to 
the story of Capt. Harrington, Agar walked 
out on the forward barge. No one else 
was in sight, the deck hands all being under 
cover. aa 

Suddenly from the pilot house, the captain 
says, he saw a-man he later knew to be 
Agar stumble over a bag of corn and plunge 
from the barge into the river with a cry of 
„Help!“ The captain quickly called for re- 
versal of the engines and gave the man over- 
board a cry, but in the swift current the boat 
could not back up, and it was several min- 
utes before boats were out on the water. 


Floating Hat All That Was Found. 

A floating hat was all that was found, and 
the boat put into port. For days the river 
was dynamited and dragged, with the prom- 
ise of large rewards for the body ase the in- 
centive. , 

In the meantime, the body not being found. 
obsequies for the supposed dead had been 
held at the home here, the Presbyterian in- 
ister, of which church Agar was an active 
member, preaching the sermon. The at- 
tendance was large, intluding the member- 
ship of numerous lodges to which Agar be- 
jonged. a

Ever since our work began at 
Argo in April last, we have been subjected 
to attacks in one form or another, all directed 
to the end of compelling us to exclude from 
the work all men not members of labor 
unions. All these efforts we have resisted. 

** Frequent messages have come to me.that

never met Madden, but following these sug- 
gestions that L had better see him, various 
lines of attack have been made on our method 
of conducting our work. . 


State Boards Investigate. 


“For instance, a complaint was made to 
the office of the state factory inspector 
which resulted in a thorough examination 
by him of all conditions obtaining at Argo. 
Then the state food commissioner was ap- 


— 


pealed to, and he in turn investigated every- 


thing in connection with the sanitary con- 
ditions at the plant. The state board of 
health also Was appealed to, and an investi- 
gation was made by that office. 

When the intimation came to us that the 
next step in the campaign would be an in- 
vestigation by the United States district 
attorney's ‘office we communicated to that 
office our entire willingness that. it should 
pursue the same course which was pursued 
where complaint had been made to these 
other bodies—viz : that we would furnish 
every facility to any representative whom 
the district attorney might select to aid in 
discovering the real facts. This course was 
pursued by every state board to whom com- 
plaint was made, and these boards uniform- 
ly found that the charges were witRout 
foundation in fact.” 


Calls All Charges False. 

“None of the charges to which my at- 
tention has been called has any foundation in 
fact; no man ever has been prevented from 
leaving our premises when he pleased. 

„When work was begun at Argo we had to 
devise some method of providing for about 
a thousand men on an open prairie, seven 
or eight miles from the outskirts of the city. 
Over $50,000 was expended in the erection of 
quarters for the men, to furnish them proper 
places to sleep, eat, and for recreation. 

„ Aside from the adoption of the most ap- 
proved methods of construction, a doctor 
has been kept in constant attendance at an 
emergency hospital, and sanitary conditions 
have been under the direct supervision of 
Dr. D. B. Phemister, a well known physician 
of La Grange.“ 


Business Found Legitimate. 

This statement was partly borne out by W. 
H. Cruden, superintendent of the Illinois 
Free Employment bureau, who said he had 
investigated the Pattee-Truitt ageney and 
had found its business legitimate. He said 
also that from his own knowledge laborers 
at Argo were not heid in peonage, that many 
of them drew their money, went on sprees,” 
and then returned there to work.

Session in Connection with Application 
for Restraining Order Regarded as 
Triumph for Head of Concern.

The hearing of the application of the Na- 
tional Life Insurance company fora restrain- 
ing order to prevent Gustav Myers from is- 
suing @ pamphlet which the insurance com- 
pany deems libelous was resumed before 
Master in Chancery Sigmund Zeisler yester- 
day. 

Mr. Johnson testified that in the fall of 
1902 the stockholders of the company con- 
tributed $717.000 to make the capital above 
Uabillties a full $1,000,000 to comply with all 
requirements. 

The hearing was punctuated by numerous 
squabbles between Attorneys Stebbins and 
Tone, representing the plaintiff and the de- 
fendant respectively. Master in Chancery 
Zeisier ruled “frequently that Mr. Johnson 
need not answer guestions which were pu“ 
to him. . 

Attorney Tone said he proposed to show 
that one Watson and others had started suit 
against Iowa companies and takes over by 
the Natiohal Life itself for the purpose of 
recovering on all of the bonds issued by the 
Iowa companies, and that these bonds were 
an obligation in addition to the other in- 
debtedness of the company. 

Tone also declared that he proposed to 
show that the National Life Insvrance com- 
pany has accepted premiums collected by the 
Iowa companies without paying the pre- 
mfums on the bonds as they matured.

great mob, unchecked by the police, swept 

through the town; destroying the property 
of ot Castro's henchmen and personal friends. 
Members of the mob gathered up all the 
statues and pictures of President Castro 
from the clubs and other semi-public bulld- 
ings and burned them with rejoicing on the 
Piaza Bolivar. 

The situation became so dangerous late at 
night that Acting President Gomes declared 
martial law in the city. 

The anger of the people was directed solely 
against the president, the acting president, 
Befior Gomez, and his friends. Only the 
houses of the latter were attacked, those of 
eee Rivas and Thielen being the center of 

the outrage., No foreigners were molested, 
and in spite * Holland's warlike activity on 
the coast there have been no demonstfations 
against the Netherlands. 


More Outbreaks Are Expected. 

Although today the city is quiet and busi- 
ness is taking its normal course, further dafi- 
gerous demonstrations are anticipated. No 
official act deposing Castro from the presi- 
dency of Venezuela yet has been taken, but 
such a step is expected any moment. 

An enormous crowd of the inhabitants of 
the capital, swelled by people from the out- 
lying country, gathered in the streets soon 
after daybreak yesterday. The people be- 
gan merching up and don the main 
thoroughfares, and it was easy to see that 
their ill temper would soon result in vio- 
lence. The police stood by and made no at- 
tempt whatever to restrain the mob. 

The first building to be attacked and loot- 
ed was that of the lottery monopoly. The 
offices of the state enterprise that has en- 
riched itself at the expense of the people were 
ransacked and pillaged. Furniture was 
hroken and thrown into the streets, and thou- 
sands of lottery: tickets were destroyed. 

The crowd then moved to the printing 
office of ‘El Constitueional, the organ of 
President Castro, of which Gumersindo 
Rivas is editor, and pillaged it completely. 
A steam laundry belonging to Sefior-Rivas 
also was wrecked 

The crowd then turned its attention to sev- 


| eral drug stores belonging to Sefior Thielen, 


a son-in-law of Gen. Tello Mendoza, ‘and 
turned them inside out. Gen. Mendoza was 
at one time minister of finance and public 
credit, under Castro. 

The attack on the offices of El Constitu- 
clonal resulted in several fatalities. A crim- 
inal action has been begun against Editor 
Rivas and other employés of the paper, in 
which they are charged with responsibility 
for these deaths. It is declared that Rivas 

his men fired first on the people. El 
Constitucionel has suspended publication. 


CASTRO DOUBTS THE REPORT. 

BERLIN, Dec. 16.— President Castro of 
Venezuela maintains his composure in the 
face of the alarming reports regarding the 
disturbances in Venezuela. When dispatches 
were shown to him saying the people of 
Caracas had risen against him. Castro, 
after having one of the members of his party 
make a translation of these into Spanish, 
said quietly: 

mx don’ t Believe it. I had dispatches from 
Caracas this morning, but they mentioned 
nothing of the kind.” 

President Castro was asked for an ex- 
pression of his views regarding Holland's 
seizure of Venezuelan ships, but he answered: 

am in Germany in a private capacity.“ 

He referred the correspondent to Sefior 
Veloz-Golticoa, the Vene2uelan chargé d’af- 
faires, whom he authorized to talk for him. 
The chargé then made the following state- 
ment: 

“In reply to your question, I doubt what 
has been published with regard to Holland's 
aggression because no declaration of war 
has been made nor has a blockade been an- 
nounced and none established. Therefore 
the seizure of small Venezuelan vessels by 
sheer force cannot be described other than 
as an act of piracy, unworthy any enlight- 
ened civilized country. 

On the other hand. such a course would 
jeopardize the arrangements which Vene- 
zuela has proposed to Holland through con- 
fidentia] agents and could even have a worse 
effect inasmuch as Venezuela in meeting pay- 
ments due to Holland takes for that purpose 
a portion of the prescribed 80 per cent of the 
customs receipts. Thus Holland's act might 
place Venezuela ina — mof being unable 
to continue payments, ich also would 
jeopardize the interests te other nations.“

Exciting Scenes in 

ST. PETMRSBURG, Dec. 16.—During an 
exciting session of the dume this afternoon 
Nikolai A. Khomyakoff, the president, quit- 
ted the chamber and wrote his resignation. 
Tonight there was still much uncertainty oe 
to hie position, as he did not present h 
resignation to the chancellery of the duma. 
where it was declared that the incident might 
be regardéd as closed. Possibly, therefore, 
M. Khomyakoff reconsidered his decision to 
resign. 

Scenes of excitement arose over the dis- 
cussion in the house of the government bill 
to grant a credit of $500,000 for the benefit of 
the employés of the prisons administration 
who were victims of outrages while on duty, 
or of their families if the employés were 
killed. The Socialists and Laborites hotly 
denounced the administration and the tortur- 
ing methods applied to political prisoners. 

Deputy Rosanoff, in a specially violent 
speech, asserted that as a result of the rigor- 
ous rule 60 per cent of the prisoners develop 
consumption. The right deputies angrily 
protested against this, whereupon M. Rosan- 
off declared that the réghtists possess less 
honor than Russian convicts on he eve of 
execution. © 

President Khomyakoff called upon M.

Committees. 


Washinaton, D. C., Dec, 16.—Another step 
toward amending the rules of the house was 
taken tonight when the various elements op- 
posed to the present code held a massmeet- 
ing.

He said the committeé 
also had agreed the rules should be changed 
so that one day each week would be set aside 
for the call of the committees, and that the

He explained that the committee wished 
this day to be given as exclusively tothe call 
as the district of Columbia day is now given 
to consideration of bills concerning the dau- 
trict. 

The report regarding the change in the 

method of choosing committees in the house 
was a compromise, the entire committee re- 
fusing to agree to the proposition that a 
steering committee be elected by the house to 
select the committees.

N ought to show, however, the work which 
was being done during the last fiscal year 
before Mr, Tawney got in his fine work in 
the appropriation bill in prosecuting the land, 
timber. and other thieves. 

It then will de possible for the president. 
inasmuch as the appropriations committes 
declines to make such an Investigation, to 
furnish the puBfic with a statement showing 
the present condition of these same prosec 
tions and cases in court and how greatly 
government has been hampered by the sud- 
den withdrawal of its trained force of in- 
vestigators who worked up practically all of 
these cases. 

To this extent the senate resolution inquiry 
is an improvement oyer that concocted in 
the house. It will take a long time, as has 
been said, to get the data for the appropria- 
tions committee. It has no bearing on the 
Tawney resolution by itself because it con- 
cerns a period prior to the adoption of that 
resolution, but it will be valuable for the 
purposes of comparison with the present 
conditions. 


Could Settle Question Easily, 

It would have been the simplest thing in 
the. world for congress to have settled the 
question of whether the president was right 
or wrong. He charged that the amendment 
to the sundry civil bill, offered by Mr. Taw- 
ney and crowded through with whip and spur 
in spite of the protest of the piesident and 
secretary of the treasury, did benefit’ and 
could have benefited only the criminal 
classes. In other words, the. president al- 
leged that the Tawney amendment could 
not have served any good purpose and there- 


‘fore could not have been offered in good 


faith for the betterment of public-service. 

A joint committee of the two houses could 
easily have been appointed, with power to 
send for the sons and papers to deter- 
mine whether the charge made by the presi- 
dent of the United States was substantially 
true or not. If it were found to be true, it 
would become the duty of the senate and the 
house to repeal the Tawney amendment in-

Opposes the 8 Bill. 

Senator Lodge discussed the Browneville 
charges in congection with opposition to the 
Foraker measure to compel restoration of 
the discharged negro soldiers to service in 
the army. 

“After hearing and examining an the evi 
@ence, not only that taken by the senate 
committee, of which I was a member, but 
that taken before the Penrose court martial 
and before the citizens’ committee,” said 
Senator Lodge, “I have come to the clear 
conclusion that the shooting was done by sel- 
diers of the Twenty-arth infantry, stationed 
at Fort Brown.“ 

The speaker decla that while there was 
a great deal of evidence that the shooting 
was done by the soldiers there was no evi- 
dence that it was done anybody else. 
There was, he said, no physi possibility 
of ‘time, distance, or alfbi to prevent at- 
tributing the shooting to the soldiers. 


Ever the Negro’s Friend. 

Senator Lodge declared he was bred with a 
profound sympathy. for, and interest in, the 
negroes of the United States, and had always 
tried to ald and ‘serve them, the bill which 
he had reported and-which passed the house 
of representatives, representing the last at- 
tempt made to secure to them their political 
rights in the south. 

IT have encountered,” he continued, “ crit- 
icism, odium, and political attack in their 
behalf, which cannot be said of many of those 
who outside. of this chamber have for one 
reason or another busied themselves with 
this affair and sought to make capital out 
of it. I speak, therefore, as their friend when 
I say that no greater misfortune has hap- 
pened to them in late years than this effort 
to make a race issue out of @ case of military 
discipline.“ 

Self- selected champions of these soldiers 
in various parts of the country sought, he 
sald, not for equality before the law but for 
special treatment for the Brownsville soldiers 
on the ground of race. 

“ As a friend of the negro race,” declared 
the senator, I deplore the agitation which 
has had this end in view. These soldiers are 
entſtled to the same treatment as soldiers 
and citizens that white men would be entitled 
to, neither more nor less.“ 

He favored the Warner bill, which allows 
the president to restore the in nt to the 
army whenever he is satisfied that any of 
them are bi He condemned the 
Foraker bill, which, he said, attempts to 
force back into the army not only innecent 
men but men who were guilty of a serious 
crime.

In his long life gf more than four score 
years he saw Sydney Smith's question 
“Who reals an American book?“ an- 
swered, and he himself contributed sub- 
stantially to that answer. He saw the 
rise to fame ot the greatest stars of the 
English literary firmament of ‘the nine- 
teenth century and beheld them set again, 
some of them in imperishable grandeur. 
He saw letters in hie own land emerge | 
from their crudest expression and de- 
velop until American scholarship began to

THE STEEL DUTIES. 

Mr. Charles M. Schwab is satisfied that 
it would be safe to put tron ore on the 
free list. His company imports all of its 
ore from Cuba, paying a duty of 82 cents 
a ton. Although the remission of the 
‘duty would enable the Bethlehem com- 
pany to make steel more cheaply, Mr. 
Schwab is not in favor of any change if 
the duty on steel, though prepared to 
concede that a moderate change would not 
make a material difference. 

Nine years. ago, when tariff revision 
was not in sight, Mr. Schwab thought the 
steel industry needed no protection. He 
said the cost of production was lower 
here than anywhere else, being less than 
$12 a ton. Now he says the cost of pro- 
duction is over $21 a ton and tariff re- 
duction would be dangerous. If the cost 
of production has increased so much here 
in spite of the incessant displacement of 
men by machinery and the adoption of 
improved processes it must have increased 
abroad. On the extent of that increase 
Mr. Schwab throws no light, though it 


has an important bearing on the question. 


Mr. Schwab says tliat new processes in- 
volving heavy expenditurés will be in 
general use in a few years. They will 
imprové the quality # steel but add 
slightly to the cost offproduction. Hence 
he argues that a material reduction in 
steel duties would be unsafe. But for- 
eign producers will have to make the 
same costly changes in methods of mann- 
facture in order to make as good steel as 
will be made here. 

The opinion of Mr. Carnegie, who is 
out of the steel business, is more to be 
trusted than that of Mr. Schwab, who 


still is in it. The duties on steel, rang- 


ing from 3 of a cent a pound up te 4 
cents, enable the el men to charge ex- 
cessive prices in home market and 
thus add unreasonably to the cost of 
everything mto which steel enters, from a 
skyscraper down to a laborer’s shovel. 
But for those duties the railroads would 
not be ‘obliged ta pay $28 a ton for rails. 
Mr. Schwab says the roads ate not in 
favor of a reduction in the price. If they 
were to say in public what they have said 
in private about the steel rail combine 
Mr. Schwab would be shocked. 

Mr. Schiwab is like most of the men 
who have appeared before the ways and 
means committee—willing to have the 
duties on the raw materials they use re- 
duced, but opposed, through timidity or 
greed, to a reduction of the duties on 
competing goods.

No American visiting London for the first 
time should avoid making a pilgrimage to 
the church of St. Bartholomew-the-Great, 
off Smithfield, perhaps the most interesting 
fane im England, a perfect gem of ancient 
Norman architecture. 

Public attentién has just been called in a 
special manner to it through an appeal for 
funde for the preservation of a singularly 
beautiful early English gateway, through 
which access is obtained to the church itself. 

St. Bartholomew-the-Great was founded, 
along with St. Bartholomew's hospital, by 
Rahere, the famous court jester of King 
Henry I. 

It seems that at one period of his existence 
his conscience began to trouble him and led 
him to make a pilgrimage to Rome, where 
he fell ill, and being In fear of death, made 
a vow that if he recovered he would build 
a priory on his return. 

He did recover, journeyed home, and his 
intentions are said to have been confirmed 
by a vision of St. Bartholomew, who pointed 
out Smithfield to him as the best site for his 
purpose. 

It was a most unpromising place at that 
time, being outside the city walls, little 
better than a marsh, with an unsavory repu- 
tation as the locality of hideous executions. 

However, it had this recommendation, 
that its land was of no value, and King 
Henry, who probably regarded the whole 
affair as a joke, readily gave a grant thereof 
to his jester. 

Rahere set first to work to build the church 
now known as that of St. Bartholomew-the- 
Great, and then a priosy. Having no money 
to pay for the building, he adopted a singu- 
lar expedient. Wearing his cap and betis 
he started men carrying stone and mortar 
as a jest. The humor of the thing epread, 
and vast numbers joined in the joke of erect- 
ing buildings under such conditions.

Though constructed in this way, and at a 
minimum of cost, the church remains intact 
to this day; also a part of the priory: On 
the dissolution of monasteries under Henry 
VIII. the pricry passed to the crown. But 
at the instance of Sir Richard Gresham, 
then lord mayor of London, it was reéstab- 
lished as a hospital, with a royal endow- 
ment. 

"Damaged by the great fire in the reign of 
King Charles II., the hospital was tea great 
extent rebuilt at the beginning of the eight- 
eenth century, and has been added to since. 
Harvey; who discovered the circulation of 
the blood, was for thirty-four years physi-; 
clan there. 

The church itself has undergope extraor- 
dinary vicissitudes. After the conversion of 
the priory into a hospital. during the reign 
of King Henry VIII., a blacksmith was al- 
lowed to establish his trade in the northern 
transept, and the fourteenth century Lady 
chapel, in the eastern part of the church, 
was devoted to various uses, including that 
of a printing shop.

| CHICAGO TRACTION MANAGER 


IS ADVOCATED BY HERELEY. : 


Expert Tells City Officials That One Man 
Should Have Power to Co-ordinate 
Various Lines. 


Demand for a city traction manager. 
clothed with powers comparable to those of 
the New York public service commission. 
was made last night by City Traction Ex- 
pert M. B. Hereley as being the real solution 
of Chicago's traction situation, if coupled 
with through routes and unified management. 

Mr. Hereley’s plan was outlined at an in- 
formal dinner at the Bismarck hotel, at- 
tended by a number of city officiale. 

Chicago needs a unified system of street 
railway operation, said Mr. Hereley. It 
needs a system at the head of whfch is placed 
@ practical street railway’man, clothed with 
authority to act immediately upon all com- 
plaints and suggestions for the good of the 
service, and who has both the capacity and 
disposition to cotrdinate the various surface 
and elevated lines with reference to present 
and future needs of the city.
